Report On Dump 


The report of Metcalf and Eddy 
concerning a new dump site for 
the town is in the hands of Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin and 
Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade for study. 

The two local officials received 
the report from the consultants 
Tuesday morning, covering 
topographical aspects of the two 
prime sites, the area in Lowell 
Junction as part of the industrial 
park and the Cyr-Cronin pit off 
Woburn street. 

Town Manager Austin said Wed- 
nesday that he and McQuade would 
be studying the report for some 
time before making any recom- 
mendations to the selectmen 
who must ultimately decide on a 
new site for a sanitary landfill 
operation. 

The town is under state cita- 
tion to close the present dump 
site off Chandler road by October, 
with officials hopeful that action 
by the town will enable an ex- 
tension of life for this site.

Maps of the proposed areas and 
their prospective capacity are also 
contained in the report. 

Also contained are the develop- 
ment and drainage prospectus 
necessary to develop the acreage 
for asanitary landfill operation. 

To be examined by Austin and 
McQuade are the costs of develop-

Andover Archaeologist beads 
‘Dig’ In South School Woods 


It all began when the Audubon 
teacher, Miss Shirley Howard, dis- 
covered an old bottle on a nature 
walk with South School children 
through the woods behind the 
school. She suggested a student 
archaeology project to learn some- 
thing about an earlier Andover. 

Shortly afterward, Dr. Richard 
MacNeish (Scotty) a world- 
renowned archaeologist and An- 
dover resident arrived onthe scene 
in response to a call from an 
interested parent. Dr, MacNeish, 
director of the Robert S, Peabody 
Foundation for Archaeology at 
Phillips Academy, declared it to 
be an undisturbed site and volun- 
teered to supervise a children’s 
dig. 

What followed is an example of 
a school’s drawing on some of the 
unusual talents and expertise in 
the community. It is also the ex- 
ample of a school chammeling its 
own resources of time andteacher 
cooperation to bring afieldof study 
alive to a group of youngsters. 

The result: 35 students of the 
South School Orange Wing, who had 
chosen the Audubon Nature Study 
course learned to practice arch- 


aeology from one of the world’s 
experts. Dr. MacNeish is re- 
nowned for his Mexican dis- 
coveries in the origin of corn, 
and his more recent spectacular 
discoveries in Peruvian caves, 
which have pushed back anthropo- 
logical theories on the date of 
man’s arrival in the Americas by 
thousands of years. 

MacNeish staked out what has 
become the Essex One site into 
archaeological squares. He as- 
signed a team of children to in- 
vestigate each, with the proper 
scientific tools and methods. Each 
square had two diggers, with 
trowels, and two cleaners, who 
carefully brushed off each of the 
larger yields, and sifted the earth 
through special screen boxes to 
catch other evidence. A recorder 
noted the exact location of each 
find on graph paper. 

At a nearby ‘‘lab’” -- a long 
table set up in the woods ”’ other 
children catalogued the findings, 
by means of pieces of tape noting 
by code the sqtiare and inner loca- 
tion along with the findings - blue 
and white china, metal, wood and 
so forth. The findings were then

MacNeish and the children were 
assisted by Orange Team Leader 
Mrs. Deborah Blumberg, science 
teachers Janet Baccari and Mrs. 
Louise Cullinan, and a number of 
parent volunteers. 

Mrs. Blumberg said that the 
greatest asset to the whole enter- 
prise was Scotty MacNeish’s con- 
tagious enthusiasm as a know- 
ledgeable expert in his field, and 
for teaching the children how to 
conduct a scientific investigation 
in clear, simple, precise terms. 

The children saw a movie of 
Dr. MacNeish’s work onthe origins 
of corn, which has led scientists to 
conclude that it originated in 
America, instead of being brought 
from Europe. They saw that no 
matter what has been done in 
science, more scientific research 
can lead to new conclusions. 

Just before the work began at 
the South School woods site, the 
children had a chance to see their 
expedition director on nation-wide 
TV, in an archaeological special, 
‘The Lost Worlds.’’ A few days 
after the dig, MacNeish was back 
in Peru for another season of 
digging and research. But before 
he left, he charged his young 
workers to follow up the dig with 
more scientific investigation, 
taking their findings to long-time 
Andoverians and other experts in 
the connumity. 

A biologist can look at bits of 
coal and tell what kind of wood 
it came from. From the pottery 
shards, one can tell students what 
plates and utensils were used, and 
help them reconstruct the daily 
life in Andover 60 - 75 years

Earnings 
Higher 


New England Electric System 
President and Chief Executive Of- 
ficer Guy W. Nichols reported at 
the annual meeting that System 
earnings per share were running 
about 10 percent ahead of 1971 
and that he believed there was a 
good chance of continuing at this 
level for the balance of the year. 
Earnings per share for the first 
quarter of 1972 are equal to $,79 
per share on consolidated net in- 
come of $12,460,000. This is 
compared with $.72 and net income 
of $10,625,000 for the first three 
months of 1971 when 1,000,000 
fewer shares were outstanding. 
Earnings per average share out- 
standing for the 12 months ended 
March 1972 were $2.19 as 
compared to $2.04 based on fewer 
shares for the same period a year 
earlier, he noted. 

The chief executive said that 
the sale of the System’s four 
smaller gas companies was con- 
summated early in January and 
the System received about a third 
above book value for these proper- 
ties. Proceeds from their sale 
have been reinvested in the 
common equities of the electric 
subsidiaries. It is expected that 
divestment of the remaining gas 
properties will be completed in 
1972.

Yet Sgt. Parker says his wish 
is impossible, because of the need 
to protect the privacy of a citizen, 
even a citizen being arrested. 

The police got grief from some 
young people about the recent Cuba 
St. marijuana factory raid -- on 
the grounds that marijuana traffic 
should be condoned, ‘‘since without 
grass, which is harmless, kids are 
more likely to turn to hard drugs.”’ 


Lung Problems 


Dr. James O’Shea, the local 


| doctor with the greatest involve- 


ment withdrug-using young people, 
does not agree that marijuana is 
harmless. He predicts the likeli- 
hood of a generation of lung and 
heart patients in their thirties, 
from among today’s habitual mari- 
juana smokers. 

The police have another 
rationale for actions such as the 
Cuba St. raid. Patrolman,Mooers 
explains: 

“There are so many ramifica- 
tions that some kids don’t under- 
stand. One illegal operation canbe- 
come a foothold for others, unless 
it’s nipped in the bud. That is,” 
Mooers laughs, ‘‘if you can call 
it nipping something in the bud 
when you move in after two months 
of surveillance to be sure of 
your facts and your people, This 
wasn’t Andover kids, either, but 
out-of-towners in their mid- 
twenties. Their: associates are 
likely to be lawbreakers, too. If 
out-of-towners see that Andover 
police are easy on illegal opera- 
tions, another bunch is likely to 
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move in and their product may be 
more dangerous than grass. An- 
dover has enoughproblems without 
out-of-towners bringing illegal 
operations into town.”’ 

The police do get impatient with 
public ignorance - kids buying 
drugs without knowing what it is, 
or what risks they are taking. 
The police also admit to becoming 
impatient because of the strict 
limits on what they can say, as 
law enforcement officers. Their 
responsibility is to enforce, but 
not to comment on, policy; there 
are a host of legal restraints on 
saying what they know to be true. 

“On the other hand,’’ Sgt. 
Parker points out, ‘‘the police 
appreciate anything that any group 
is doing to counteract the drug 
scene, even in a_ small way, 
whether it’s community groups, 
and agencies, Challenge House, 
the hot line, the schools or pri- 
vate people; as long as people are 
honest enough to acknowledge when 
something isn’t working, drop that 
and try something else.’’ 

Most of the drug problems are 
among young people, and most 
young people are students. Are 
the schools and the police working 
together closely? 

Working closely together? No. 
The functions of the two agencies 
are too different. Health Coordi- 
nator Anita Charpentier notes that 
the function of the schools regard- 
ing drug abuse is education and 
prevention or rehabilitation. The 
function of the police is law en- 
forcement - detection and appre- 
hension of lawbreakers, for the 
protection of the community. 

Cooperating together would be 
a better description of the school 
and police relationship on drugs. 


Drug Policy 


Sgt. Parker agrees with the 
schools that faculty and counselors 
could not have the trust of students 
entering into rehabilitative situa- 
tions, or students concerned about 
stopping the drug traffic, if the 
schools were working ‘‘hand in 
glove’’ with the police. School 
officials have found that a period 
of strict confidentiality is essential 
to trust and rehabilitation. This is 
expressed in the Andover school 
drug policy, worked out by a 
school-community committee and 
outlined in the TOWNSMAN last 
fall. 


The. confidentiality and 
anonymity sections of the drug 
policy are its most sensitive 
facets. Parents are immediately 
notified in case of immediate 
physical bodily danger to a stu- 
dent. Short of that, a period of 
complete confidentiality is now 
extended to any student seeking 
help. During this time the 
counselor, among other things, 
urges and assists the student to 
open up communications within his 
family. The drug policy thus 
extends a protective shield over 
the student while he finds the 
direction to turn. 

But the policy does not seek 
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to be at odds with law enforce- 
ment. Asst. Atty. Gen. David 
Vigoda comes to Andover tomor- 
row, at the schools’ invitation, to 
discuss the Andover drug policy 
and its sensitive facets of con- 
fidentiality and anonymity. 

Coordinator Charpentier told 
the TOWNSMAN she hoped to be 
able to convey the main issues of 
the revised policy to parents and 
citizens at anopen forum the school 
committee is holding May 16, on 
current medical and social prob- 
lems of Andover young people. 

The school-police cooperation 
in Andover has a common concern 
- to pinpoint drug peddlers and stop 
the flow of illegal drug traffic into 
the community. 


A Phase 


Assistant Principal Gerald Sil- 
verman, in charge of discipline at 
the high school, states that the high 
school would immediately give the 
police any information leading to 
drug peddlers. Silverman saidthat 
recent discussions with student 
groups brought out the student im- 
pression that drug use has declined 
at the high school this year, with 
many students ‘‘having passed 
through that phase.’’ The general 
impression was that the highest 
drug use now was at the junior 
highs, where younger more im- 
pressionable students are very 
vulnerable to drug abuse, in older 
students eyes. 

Coordinator Charpentier 
praised the cooperation of the 
police in drug analysis. Under the 
drug policy’s anonymity protec- 
tion, she said she can submit 
suspected drugs, or drugs students 
hand is, under her own name, pro- 
tecting the student’s anonymity. 
The police assist by analyzing the 
substance, then relaying the 
findings immediately to her. 

Another important link between 
the police department and the 
schools is Attendance Officer 
Richard Aumais. Both school 
officials and the police agree that 
Aumais’ position, which is not 
connected directly with detection 
and apprehension, and his excellent 
understanding of the police, school 
and student viewpoint, make him 
valuable to all three. 

Despite surface differences, and 
the mutual understanding that they 
cannot and do not work ‘‘hand in 
glove” with each other, there 
seems to be basic respect between 
the police department’s detective 
division, trying to root out illegal 
drug traffic, and the schools, who 
today find themselves deeply in- 
volved in drug and other social 
problems. Each agency has a 
special perspective on the drug 
problem. 

The school committee took a 
longer perspective Tuesday night. 
The administration said that drugs 
are only one problem, and often a 
symptom of a host of other medical 
and social problems affecting An- 
dover young people. The schools 
will air these problems at the May 
16 forum.

of-town students, deals with 
parents of students as well as 
youngsters whose parents are 
either moving in or out of Andover 
during in-school periods. 

For teachers, who are resi- 
dents of the state, but not of 
Andover, a payment of one-quarter 
tuition cost will be required. Out 
of state teachers must pay full 
tuition. 

No tuition is charged for stu- 
dents of legal guardians residing 
in Andover. 

Those intending to move to An- 
dover within a 60 day period will 
be allowed to enroll children upon 
satisfactory presentation of evi- 
dence of intent. Similar evidence 
must be presented for persons 
who will be moving from the com- 
munity but wish to finish a school 
period. 

Beyond the 60 day limitation, 
costs will be established on a per 
diem basis. 

The tuition rate is established 
by totalling average per pupil costs 
plus other costs to the town for 
maintaining the schools, and is 
established on the basis of a 180- 
day school year. 

The school system is_ not 
responsible for transportation for 
youngsters whose parents are 
either moving in or out of Andover.

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Beacon Hill Observations

As public interest increases 
in judicial reform, the four-year- 
old Massachusetts Law Reform 
Institute presses its efforts to 
assure that poor people have equal 
access to the court system. 

The Institute, funded by the 
federal Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, backs up state poverty pro- 
grams. 

And _ Institute staff attorney 
Anthony Windsor feels that the 
seldom-discussed ‘‘detail’ of 
court costs may now keep thou- 
sands of Massachusetts residents 
from seeking full justice under the 
law. 

So The Institute, is backing 
a ‘‘quit cost’ bill to let indigent 
people waive such costs as filing 
fees, expert witness payment and 
deposition charges. 

‘The U.S, Supreme Court has 
ruled that in divorce proceedings 
it’s denying due process to re- 
quire an appellant to either pay 
all these costs or give up his 
case,’’ says Mr. Windsor. 

He would like to see this ruling 
extended to all cases -- civil and 
criminal. 

‘*For the middle-class person 
it might not seem like much,’’ 
he says. ‘‘But for the poor per- 
son, it can make the difference 
between going to court or not 
going.”’ 

The lawyer sees growing public 
interest in the shortcomings of the 
Massachusetts judicial system, but 
predicts that the wide-ranging re- 
form proposals ‘‘have a few years 
to go’’ before they’ll be accepted. 

The Institute itself is backing 
a reform bill ‘‘with teeth in it’’: 


Boys Soon

Scouting 


As soon as boys complete the 
fifth grade this spring, they can 
join a Scout troop, according to 
Richard H. Mower, District Chair- 
man of the Shawsheen District, 
Boy Scouts of America.

Most boys want to join a troop 
to have fun, activities, and com- 
panionship but that the Scouting 
program -- which will introduce 
some improvements next fall -- 
uses several unique methods to 
reach its objectives. 

‘*Scouting ideals is one of the 
principal methods of Scouting,” 
Mower explained, ‘‘and the boy is 
asked to understand and try to 
live by the Scout Oath and Law. 
Then, Scouting uses the patrol 
method so that a boy learns to 
relate to others by working in a 
small group with each troop made 
up of several patrols. 

‘In Scout advancement, the boy 
can see his self-improvement when 
his accomplishments are recog- 
nized, and the program offers a 
chance for a boy to have outdoor 
experiences to develop his 
personal fitness. Scouting also 
makes extensive use of adult male 
association so that a boy learns 
about adult qualities by associa- 
tion with adults.”’ 

‘‘Two other methods of Scouting 


are leadership development so a 


boy will understand the role of 
leadership as he is provided the 
opportunity to lead and personal 
growth which helps a boy gain 
maturity as he plans his own 
pergonal growth with gules

State Rep, Chester G. Atkins’ pro- 
posal that a nine-member Judicial 
Qualifications Commission of 
lawyers and laymen propose four 
nominees for each judicial 
vacancy. 

In Mr. Windsor’s view, it’s 
essential to make sure that non- 
lawyers have the most say in 
judicial selections. 

Under a similar bill filed by 
ex-State Rep. Michael Dukakis, 
a panel of lawyers would have 
the same function: to propose 
names to fill all vacancies on the 
bench. 

Both measures have the same 
aim: to take politics out of judicial 
selection; to cut the accuracy of 
the old saying that ‘‘A judge is 
a lawyer who knows a governor.”’ 

But Mr. Windsor feels that so 
long as lawyers have the main say 
about picking judges, they’ll have 
a vested interest in not offending 
anyone in front of whom they might 
have to argue a case.

Why is he so pessemistic about 
this measure’s 
passage? 

Because, despite a remark by 
Governor Sargent’s legislative 
counsel to the effect that there’s 
a ‘possibility’? that the chief 
executive might back a judicial- 
selection system, Mr. Windsor and 
others are skeptical about the 
chances that he’d so willingly re-

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Editorial Comment 


A Change 


The Finance Committee has had a change in leadership, 
Francis L. Byrne has been elected chairman, replacing the 
controversial Dr. Albert J. Greenberg. 

We trust that Dr. Greenberg’s reluctance to again head the 
town’s financial watchdogs is due solely to increasing per- 
sonal business and not in any way a reflection on his con- 
troversial status. 

In his years on the FinCom, Mr. Byrne has given every 
indication that he can assume the pattern of direction given 
the group by Dr. Greenberg. 

Greenberg’s tenure on the committee has been marked by 
an inquisitiveness concerning the town’s municipal financial 
manipulations. For this, he engendered a feeling of dislike 
among some town officials. 

But, win or lose in the final decisions made at town 
meeting, the FinCom has in the past few years put before 
the public a complete appraisal of the town’s financial 
picture, and the effects pending financial decisions would 
have on the town’s tax rate. __ 

Outspoken as he has been, he has left a better under- 
standing of municipal government, its costs and its future 
implications. 

Andover has been going through some difficult financial 
times, as have other communities in the Commonwealth. 

The town is overburdened in indebtedness through neces- 
sary capital expenditures to meet continuing growth. 

The town faces even more capital expenses in the near 
future. 

The FinCom, in its advisory capacity, has made recom- 
mendations, some followed, some disregarded. 

In the decision-making process, however, one thing has 
been abundantly clear. | 

The voters of Andover have had a clear choice on all 
money matters, including their future implication. 

As matters stand now, it is up to Mr. Byrne to continue 
the pattern set by his predecessor, who remains as a member 
of the board, a membership we can be assured will not 
be silent. 

Already, the new chairman has moved in a proper direc- 
tion, calling for regular monthly meetings of the FinCom, 
rather than awaiting issues to present themselves. 

The town can benefit from this service of an unpaid, 
voluntary group such as this, keeping a constant eye on 
municipal finances. 

It gives rise to the hope that the taxpayer will most 
assuredly be receiving 100 per cent benefit from the 
burgeoning tax dollars required to keep this municipal 
corporation functioning. 


Water Costs 


‘Prospective costs of operation of the town’s water de- 
partment, coupled with anticipated receipts, will result in 
having a department operating on an almost complete self- 
sustaining basis. 

With the adoption of new water rates by the selectmen 
last year, the water department has been able to come up 
with estimates which show a slight deficit, which the tax- 
paying public will have to pick up. 

But the deficit is minimal and anticipated. 

Departmental revenue for 1972, the first complete year 
of operation with the new rates in effect, is expected to 
be $712,000. 

A year ago this figure was $422,947. 

When we editorially commended the selectmen several 
months ago for accepting the consultants report with some 
modification, namely the hydrant rental proposal, we ex- 
pressed the hope that through this new rate schedule, there 
would be an equitable disbursement of the cost of operation 
of the water department. 

The town has undertaken a major project, the new treat- 
ment plant, in order to meet the imminent needs of the 
town and possibly in the future to assist other communi- 
ties, such as North Andover, with their water needs. 

Retirement of the bonds needed to finance the plant 
construction, will be absorbed through the payment of 
water bills by the users of this service. 

The selectmen, in adopting the recommendations of the 
consultants, tempered the costs somewhat for the low and 
average household user. 


While the thought of making the water department com- 
pletely self-sustaining is a desireable goal, it would seem to 
be an overburdening task on the already financially strapped 
taxpayer. 

This more equitable disbursement of the total costs 
provides at least a semblance of relief,and puts the particular 
department on a more businesslike basis. 

With promised continued review of the financial opera- 
tions from time to time by the selectmen and town 
manager, following of the town’s master plan in the develop- 
ment of the water department, we can be assured of an 


efficiently operated agency proceeding on a sound financial 


basis.

As a view of the local rivers, 
such as the Shawsheen and Merri- 
mack show, the spring thaw is 
having its effect.

Evidence of the interest aroused

‘‘During the seven days, from 


Monday, April 17,’’ Brownell said, 
‘*to Sunday, April 23, a period of 
school vacation, every one of the 
168 hours in the week was devoted 
to skating activity of one kind or 
another with a total attendance of 
8500 persons.”’ 

Brownell saidthis period of sus- 
tained skating activity has never 
been attained at any other state 
rink and is even more remarkable 
for having occurred during a spring 
month. 


‘*It’s a good idea to be prepared 
to be a safe pedestrian inavariety 
of circumstances,’ advises David 
J. Christensen of the Automobile 
Club of Merrimack Valley. The 
AAA official went on to explain 
that population growth and the 
suburban spread of our cities have 
outpaced present pedestrian facil- 
ities. ‘‘You may find yourself in 
suburbs with no sidewalks, rural 
areas where the only place you 
can walk is along the roadway, or 
in countless other situations not 
fitting the usual urban block and 
sidewalk pattern.

Bruce Campbell reports. 

Campbell said that in the four 
years since the breakaway signs 
were first installed by the DPW, 
there has been no record of in- 
jury to any occupant of a motor 
vehicle colliding with one. 

He also cited the record of the 
signs in preventing damage to 
property, noting that in only one 
breakaway sign accident has a 
vehicle been damaged . . . when it 


continued past the sign and ran 
into a ditch. 

In all other instances where a 
vehicle has hit a breakaway sign 
the driver regained control of his 
vehicle and returned to the road. 

Commissioner Campbell said 
that whereas the steel uprights 
on conventional signs are solid, 
the breakaway posts are designed 
to fracture at the bottom and 
fold back when hit by a motor 
vehicle, thus offering little 


resistance. 
In addition, if one post sup- 
porting a breakaway sign is 


snapped, the remaining post is 
sturdy enough to keep the sign 
erect and prevent the sign from 
falling on the vehicle. 

The DPW already has installed 
thousands of the signs on the state 
road network in locations that are 
directly exposed to vehicles that 
might leave the road. These 
installations have been carried 
out in new construction projects, 
and in other projects to update 
existing state highways.

The ‘‘Glockenspiel,”? or ‘‘or- 
chestral bells,’’ consists of two 
parallel rows of graduated, tuned 
metal bars usually without resona- 
tors, and arranged like the black 
and white keys of the piano. The 
bars are struck with either wooden 
- or metal - headed mallets. Its 
written range is generally G-, to 
C3 but it sounds two octaves higher 
than written. Some recent models 
of the glockenspiel are operated 
with a piano keyboard mechanism 
with non-standardized ranges. 
There are also ‘‘tubular bells’ 
with a usual, though not standard- 
ized, written range from G-, to 
G2 but sounding as written or as 
may be indicated in the score. 

The ‘‘Celeste,’’ invented by 
Mustel (Paris-1886) uses tuned 
steel bars that are set in vibra- 
tion by hammers operated from a 
small, piano-like keyboard, Tuned 
wooden resonators for each bar 
impact an ethereal quality of tone. 
The usual, thoughnot standardized, 
written range (using both bass and 


treble clefs) is from C-, to C4, 
including all chromatics. 

It sounds an octave higher than 
written. The ‘‘standard piano,” 
ith a range from A-4 to C5 
and sounding as written, may also 
be crcnsidered a stringed per- 
cussion instrument. There remain 
many additional percussion instru- 
ments for special effects. Such as 
concert Temple-blocks, Conga 
(tunable), Bongo (tunable), Tim - 
bale, Cowbell, agogo bells, Vibra.-

Standard Sales At Record 


In its third fiscal quarter, 
Standard International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE) reported a 21 percent 
increase in earnings per share 
(before extraordinary gains) and 
the highest sales of any quarter 
in its history. The firm also re- 
ported extraordinary gains of $7.4 
million in the quarter ended March 
31, 1972, resulting from the sale of 
shares of A. T. Cross and the 
Squibb Corporation. The increase 
in sales was achieved despite the 
absence of $4 million in sales 
-- included in last year’s quarter 
-- from units which have since 
been sold or discontinued. 

For the current year ending June 
30, Standard International presi- 
dent Daniel E. Hogan forecast a 
record year in both sales and 
earnings, stating that Standard 
anticipates an earnings increase of 
about 15 percent this year, ‘‘unless 
something unforeseen happens 
during the persent fourth fiscal 
quarter.” He added that ‘‘we 
can foresee a 15 percent earnings 
increase in fiscal 1973 too, if 
current favorable trends con- 
tinue.”’ 

Third quarter earnings (before 
extraordinary gains) amounted to 
$1,285,000 or 34 cents per common 
share, up from last year’s 
$1,155,000 or 28 cents per share. 
Sales in the latest period amounted 
to $30,909,000 against $29,351,000 
the year before. In addition, 
Standard International realized 
extraordinary net income of 
$7,430,000 or $1.95 per share 
during the three-month period. 

In the nine months ended March 
31, 1972, earnings per share (be- 
fore extraordinary gains) rose 13 
percent to $1.03 per share, against 
91 cents the year before. Net 
earnings amounted to $3,953,000 
(before extraordinary gains) on 
sales of $87,126,000, compared 
with earnings of $3,736,000 on 
sales of $87,957,000 in the nine

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month period a year ago. In ad- 
dition, extraordinary gains in the 
latest nine months amounted to 
$7,580,000 or $1.99 per share. 

Not included in the nine month 
figures are the results of the 
Crest mail order unit in Alamo, 
Texas, acquired at the end of 
March on a pooling-of-interests 
basis. With annual sales of about 
$5 million, Crest supplements 
Standard’s other mail order opera- 
tions and expands Standard’ s pene- 
tration intothe Consumer Products 
market, Mr. Hogan stated. 

In view of its increased earnings 
and the strong financial position, 
Standard recently increased its 
quarterly dividend to 8 cents per 
share, a 14 percent increase which 
was in accordance with the guide- 
lines established by the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on interest and 
dividends. 

Mr. Hogan state dthat virtually 
all major operating uhits con- 
tributed to the corporate improve- 
ment, which he attributed to ac- 
cererating sales, the improvement 
in the overall economy, reduced 
costs and increased productivity 
resulting from the company’s in- 
dustrial engineering program, and 
the elimination of marginal or 
unprofitable products or facilities 
over the past year. He also 
stressed the growing success of 
the company’s consolidation pro- 
gram, under which related divi- 
sions have been ‘‘oundled 
together’ -- physically and or- 
ganizationally -- into increasingly 
larger units, with resulting 
efficiencies and increased mar- 
keting strength. 

Mr. Hogan said that Standard 
International has recently prepaid 
various loans totalling $10,377,000 
eliminating all domestic short- 
term debt, and has repurchased 
about 300,000 of its own common 
shares. InJune, the company plans 
to call for the redemption and pre- 
payment of an outstanding 6 1/2 
debenture issue of approximately 
$2 million due in March, 1973. 
Standard retains a 22.5 percent 
(450,000 shares), interest in A. 
T. Cross, which it intends to hold 
as an investment, and 132,000 
shares of Squibb Corporation.

Study Grant 


Merrimack College Professor 
of Civil Engineering, Dr. Vincent 
S. Turano has been awarded a 
$6,950 grant by the National 
Science Foundation to coordinate 
an undergraduate interdisciplinary 
research study of a natural body 
of water, Merrimack College 
President, Rev. John R. Aherne, 
O.S,A., announced, 

Dr. Turano’s grant is one of 
over 300 research projects funded 
this summer by the National 
Science Foundation under the 
Foundation’s Undergraduate Re- 
search Participation program. 

The research study, which be- 
gins in late June and continues 
for twelve weeks, will involve four 
undergraduate students from the 
disciplines of Civil Engineering, 
Chemistry and Biology. Tentative 
plans include the study of Lake 
Cochichewick as a means to pro- 
vide research data which might 
aid North Andover in gaining a 
better understanding of the present 
environmental situation of the lake, 

By utilizing a local lake as the 
research site for a study of an 
environmental problem, Dr. Tu- 
rano seeks to develop animproved 
comprehension of the _ inter- 
relationship among the physical, 
chemical, and biological aspects 
of the aquatic environment. 

Dr. Turano also envisions that 
as a result of the research project, 
undergraduate students will be- 
come more aware of the need for 
interdisciplinary study in solving 
current complex environmental 
problems. He further stated that 
the effectiveness and results of 
the study will also aid the De- 
partments of Civil Engineering, 
Chemistry and Biology’ at 
Merrimack College in formulating 
more courses which will em- 
phasize an interdisciplinary ap- 
proach to problem solving into 
the college’s curricula, 


‘Specifically, the research 


study we shall be conducting will 
center around an analysis of the 
dynamic cycling of biotic and 
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abiotic factors in the lake with 
particular emphasis on the cycling 
and the distribution of essential 
elements necessary for the growth 
of living organisms. Aspects in- 
volved in this study will include 
such changes as temperature, 
alkalinity and dissolved oxygen, 
and the kinetics of the growth rate 
of living organisms as well as the 
transformation of essential ele- 
ments in the lake,’’ said Dr, 
Turano. 

Dr. Turano resides inNorth 
Andover with his wife, the former 
Margot Heller, and daughter.

temperature used. The lower 
the heat the longer the baking 
will continue. There is a great 
loss by evaporation in this 
process but the wine is now pro- 


Not unlike the vineyards of 
Germany the vines of Madeira 
are planted on small terraces, 
footholds on the precipitous 
mountainsides. At harvest time 
the grapes are picked andtrod- 
den out in small troughs in the 
mountains. The juice is run 
into 12 gallon goatskins which 
when full weigh 150 pounds and 
are carried down from the 
mountains by runners called 
borracheiros. Because of the 
rugged terrain this system is 
much more practical than 
bringing the grapes down from 
the mountains to the shippers 
fermenting tanks. 

The grape juice is fermented 
and upon completion lightly for- 
tified with brandy. At this point 
in the process the wine is 
treated in a manner only done to 
Madeira; it is baked! Baking 
in estufa ovens under govern- 
ment supervision at 110 to 140 
degrees lasts from three to six

tion, 

After baking the wine is al- 
lowed to rest for 18 months 
before it is further fortified, 
again with brandy made from 
the same Madeira grape. The 
wine now at 20 percent alcohol 
by volume is aged for several 
years often in a solera system 
before final blending and 
bottling. 

This process is long, diffi- 
cult and expensive but results 
in the longest living wine in the 
world; there are rare bottles 
from the Eighteenth Century 
still available whichthe experts 
say are excellent and remark- 
able.

Morse and 
would have had to campaign again 
in the fall. 

The decision by Gov. Sargent 
will have an effect on the political | 
decisions of some of the aspirants 
for Morse’s office. With no spec- 
ial election, some state office 
holders will now have to decide 
whether to seek re-election to the 
state legislature or campaign for . 
the Congressional post.
